Berlin, Oct. 4.—An official of the for­ 
eign office informed a correspondent of 
the Aaaociated Proas that Germany haa 
issued a second note to the power* re­ 
garding the i«*thod of securing punish­ 
ment for theme guilty of outrage* in 
China. 
This note ia issued as a result 
of the edict of the emperor of China be­ 
ginning proceedings against Prince Tuan 
and others. 
The note is as follows: 
"The emperor of China has addressed 
to the powers an edict dated Sept. 25, in 
which he orders the punishment of a 
number of princes and dignitaries men- * 
tion ed by name for having encouraged 
the boxers. On the assumption that the 
edict is genuine, the German govern­ 
ment in furtherance of procedure pro­ 
posed in its circular note of Sept. 17, has 
further proposed to the powors to come 
to an agreement to instruct their diplo­ 
matic representatives in China to exam­ 
ine arid give their opinion on the follow­ 
ing points: 
"First, whether tho list contained in 
the edict of person! to be punished is 
sufficient and correct. 
"Second, whether the puci.shments 
proposed meet the case. 
"Third, in what way the powers can 
control the carrying out of penalties im­ 
posed.'’ 
Information received up to the present 
concerning the reception of this note 
by the powers justifies the beild! that a 
general understanding on this matter 
may be looked for.

W ashington, Oct. 4.— Dr Tracew ell, 
the comptroller of the treasury, has ren­ 
dered a decision as to the payment of 
court expenses and compensation of 
U nited States deputy marshals connect­ 
ed with the U nited States district courts 
of Puerto Hico. 
The disposal of the 
funds earned by them, to what authority 
the marshal should report, account for 
the disbursement of funds com ing to 
his hands, and tho use and supply of 
books and blanks needed for his office 
are included. 
These questions involve an interpreta­ 
tion on that part of the Puerto Rico act 
relating to the courts of the island. The 
comptroller holds that the Puerto Rican
